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AN ACT in relation to vehicles.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois Vehicle Code is anended by
changi ng Sections 4-103, 4-103.2, and 4-107 as foll ows:

(625 ILCS 5/4-103) (fromCh. 95 1/2, par. 4-103)
Sec. 4-103. Ofenses relating to notor vehicles and ot her
vehi cl es - Fel oni es.

(a) Except as provided in subsection (a-1), it is a

violation of this Chapter for:

(1) A person not entitled to the possession of a
vehicle or essential part of a vehicle to receive,
possess, conceal, sell, dispose, or transfer it, know ng
it to have been stolen or converted; additionally the
General Assenbly finds t hat t he acqui sition and
di sposition of wvehicles and their essential parts are
strictly controlled by | aw and that such acquisitions and
di spositions are reflected by docunents of title, uniform
i nvoi ces, rental contracts, |easing agreenents and bills
of sale. It may be inferred, therefore that a person
exer ci si ng excl usi ve unexpl ai ned possessi on over a stolen
or converted vehicle or an essential part of a stolen or
converted vehicle has know edge that such vehicle or
essential part is stolen or converted, regardless of
whet her the date on which such vehicle or essential part
was stolen is recent or renote;

(2) A person to knowngly renove, alter, deface,
destroy, fal sify, or forge a manuf acturer's
identification nunber of a vehicle or an engi ne nunber of
a notor vehicle or any essential part thereof having an

identification nunber;
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(3) A person to know ngly conceal or m srepresent
the identity of a vehicle or any essential part thereof;

(4) A person to buy, receive, possess, sell or
di spose of a vehicle, or any essential part thereof, with
know edge that the identification nunber of the vehicle
or any essential part thereof having an identification
nunber has been renoved or falsified;

(5 A person to knowingly possess, buy, sell,
exchange, give away, or offer to buy, sell, exchange or
give away, any manufacturer's identification nunber
plate, nylar sticker, federal certificate |label, State
police reassignnment plate, Secretary of State assigned
plate, rosette rivet, or facsimle of such which has not
yet been attached to or has been renoved from the
original or assigned vehicle. It is an affirmative
defense to subsection (a) of this Section that the person
possessing, buying, selling or exchanging a plate nylar
sticker or |abel described in this paragraph is a police
officer doing so as part of his official duties, or is a
manuf acturer's authorized representative who is repl acing
any manufacturer's identification nunber plate, nylar
sticker or Federal certificate |abel originally placed on
the vehicle by the manufacturer of the vehicle or any
essential part thereof;

(6) A person to knowi ngly make a false report of
the theft or conversion of a vehicle to any police
officer of this State or any enployee of a | aw
enforcenment agency of this State designated by the | aw
enforcenent agency to take, receive, process, or record
reports of vehicle theft or conversion.

(a-1) A person engaged in the repair or servicing of

vehicles does not violate this Chapt er by knowi ngl y

possessing a nmanufacturer's identification nunber plate for

the purpose of reaffixing it on the sane damaged vehicle from
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which it was originally taken, if the person reaffixes or

intends to reaffix the original manufacturer's identification

nunber plate in place of the identification nunber plate

affi xed on a new dashboard that has been or will be install ed

in the vehicle. The person nust notify the Secretary of State

each tine the original manufacturer's identification nunber

plate is reaffixed on a vehicle. The person nmust keep a

record indicating that the identification nunber pl at e

affixed on the new dashboard has been renpved and has been

repl aced by the manufacturer's identification nunber plate

originally affixed on the vehicle. The person al so nust keep

a record regarding the status and | ocati on of t he

identification nunmber plate renoved from the replacenent

dashboard. The Secretary shall adopt rules for inplenenting

this subsection (a-1).

(b) Sentence. A person convicted of a violation of this
Section shall be guilty of a Class 2 fel ony.

(c) The offenses set forth in subsection (a) of this
Section shall not include the offense set forth in Section
4-103. 2 of this Code.

(a) Except as provided in subsection (a-1), it is a

violation of this Chapter for:

(1) a person not entitled to the possession of 3 or
nore vehicles, 3 or nore essential parts of different
vehicles, or a conbination thereof, to receive, possess,
conceal, sell, dispose of or transfer, those vehicles or
parts of vehicles at the sane tinme or within a one year
period know ng that these vehicles or parts of vehicles

are stolen or converted;
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(2) a person to buy, receive, possess, sell or
di spose of 3 or nore vehicles, 3 or nore essential parts
of different vehicles, or a conbination thereof, at the
sane tinme or within a one year period, know ng that the
identification nunbers of the vehicles or the essential
parts wth an identification nunber have been renoved or
fal sified;

(3) a person not entitled to the possession of a
vehicle having a value of $25,000 or greater to receive,
possess, conceal, sell, dispose or transfer the vehicle,
knowi ng that the vehicle has been stolen or converted,;

(4) a person to knowingly possess, buy, sell,
exchange or give away, at the sane tine or within a one
year period, 3 or nore nmanufacturer's identification
nunber pl at es, mylar stickers, federal «certificate
| abel s, State Police reassignnent plates, Secretary of
State assigned plates or a facsimle of those itens, or a
conbi nation thereof, which have not yet been attached to
or have been renoved froman original or assigned vehicle
or essential part of a vehicle. It is an affirmative
defense that the person possessing, buying, selling or
exchanging a plate, nylar sticker or label is a police
officer doing so as part of his official duties, or is a
manuf acturer's authorized representative who is repl acing
any manufacturer's identification nunber plate, nylar
sticker or federal certificate |abel originally placed on
a vehicle by the mnufacturer of a vehicle or any
essential part of a vehicle;

(5) a person not entitled to the possession of any
second division vehicle, semtrailer, farmtractor, tow
truck, rescue squad vehicle, nedical transport vehicle,
fire engine, special nobile equipnment, dunp truck, truck
nmounted transit m xer, crane or the engine, transm ssion,

cab, cab clip or vehicle cowW of any of the above
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vehicles, to receive, possess, conceal, sell, dispose of
or transfer the vehicle or vehicle part described in this
par agraph knowing it is stolen or converted;

(6) a person not entitled to the possession of a
vehicle which is owned or operated by a | aw enfor cenent
agency to receive, possess, conceal, sell, or dispose of
or transfer such vehicle knowing it is the property of a
| aw enf orcenent agency and knowng it to be stolen or
convert ed;

(7) a person:

(A) who is the driver or operator of a vehicle
and is not entitled to the possession of that
vehicle and who knows the vehicle is stolen or
converted, or

(B) who is the driver or operator of a vehicle
being used to transport or haul a vehicle or
essential part of a vehicle and is not entitled to
t he possession of that wvehicle or essential part
being transported or hauled and who knows the
transported or hauled vehicle or essential part is
stol en or converted,

who has been given a signal by a peace officer directing
him to bring the vehicle to a stop, to willfully fail or
refuse to obey such direction, increase his speed,
extinguish his lights or otherwise flee or attenpt to
el ude the officer. The signal given by the peace officer
may be by hand, voice, siren, or red or blue light. The
officer giving the signal, if driving a vehicle, shal

display the vehicle's illumnated, oscillating, rotating
or flashing red or blue Ilights, which when wused in
conjunction wth an audible horn or siren would indicate
that the vehicle is an official police vehicle. Such
requi renent shall not preclude the use of anber or white

oscillating, rotating or flashing lights in conjunction
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with red or blue oscillating, rotating or flashing lights
as required in Section 12-215 of this Code; or

(8) a person, at the sanme tinme or within a one year
period, to make a false report of the theft or conversion
of 3 or nore vehicles to any police officer or police
officers of this State.

(a-1) A person engaged in the repair or servicing of

vehi cl es does not violate this Chapter by Kknow ngly

possessi ng a nmanufacturer's identification nunber plate for

the purpose of reaffixing it on the sane damaged vehicle from

which it was originally taken, if the person reaffixes or

intends to reaffix the original manufacturer's identification

nunber plate in place of the identification nunber plate

affi xed on a new dashboard that has been or will be install ed

in the vehicle. The person nust notify the Secretary of State

each tinme the original manufacturer's identification nunber

plate is reaffixed on a vehicle. The person nust keep a

record indicating that the identification nunber plate

affi xed on the new dashboard has been renpbved and has been

replaced by the manufacturer's identification nunber plate

originally affixed on the vehicle. The person also nust Kkeep

a record regar di ng t he status and l|location of the

identification nunmber plate renoved from the replacenent

dashboard. The Secretary shall adopt rules for inplenmenting

this subsection (a-1).

(b) The inference contained 1in par agr aph (1) of
subsection (a) of Section 4-103 of this Code shall apply to
subsection (a) of this Section

(c) A person convicted of violating this Section shal
be guilty of a Class 1 felony.

(d) The offenses set forth 1in subsection (a) of this
Section shall not include the offenses set forth in Section
4-103 of this Code.

Sec. 4-107. Stol en, converted, recovered and uncl ai med
vehi cl es.

(a) Every Sheriff, Superintendent of police, Chief of
police or other police officer in conmmand of any Police
departnment in any Cty, Village or Town of the State, shall,
by the fastest neans of conmmunications available to his | aw
enf orcenment agency, imediately report to the State Police,
in Springfield, Illinois, the theft or recovery of any stol en
or converted vehicle wthin his district or jurisdiction.
The report shall give the date of theft, description of the
vehicle including color, year of manufacture, manufacturer's
trade nane, manufacturer's series name, body style, vehicle
identification nunber and license registration nunber,
including the state in which the |icense was issued and the
year of issuance, together with the nane, residence address,
busi ness address, and tel ephone nunber of the owner. The
report shall be routed by the originating | aw enforcenent
agency through the State Police District in which such agency
is | ocated.

(b) A registered owner or a lienholder my report the
theft by conversion of a vehicle, to the State Police, or any
other police departnent or Sheriff's office. Such report
w Il be accepted as a report of theft and processed only if a
formal conplaint is on file and a warrant issued.

(c) An operator of a place of business for garaging,
repairing, parking or storing vehicles for the public, in
whi ch a vehicle remains unclained, after being left for the
purpose of garaging, repairing, parking or storage, for a
period of 15 days, shall, wthin 5 days after the expiration
of that period, report the vehicle as wunclained to the
muni ci pal police when the vehicle is wthin the corporate
limts of any Cty, Village or incorporated Town, or the

County Sheriff, or State Police when the vehicle 1is outside
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the corporate limts of a Cty, Village or incorporated Town.
This Section does not apply to any vehicl e:

(1) renoved to a place of storage by a |aw
enforcenment agency having jurisdiction, in accordance
wi th Sections 4-201 and 4-203 of this Act; or

(2) Ileft wunder a garaging, repairing, parking, or
storage order signed by the owner, lessor, or other
legally entitled person.

Failure to conply wth this Section will result in the
forfeiture of storage fees for that vehicle invol ved.

(d) The State Police shall keep a conplete record of al
reports filed under this Section of the Act. Upon receipt of
such report, a careful search shall be nmade of the records
of the office of the State Police, and where it is found that
a vehicle reported recovered was stolen in a County, City,
Village or Town other than the County, GCty, Village or Town
in which it is recovered, the State Police shall imediately
notify the Sheriff, Superintendent of police, Chief of
police, or other police officer in conmand of the Sheriff's
office or Police departnent of the County, Cty, Village or
Town in which the vehicle was originally reported stolen,
giving conplete data as to the tinme and place of recovery.

(e) Notification of the theft or conversion of a vehicle

will be furnished to the Secretary of State by the State
Police. The Secretary of State shall place the proper
i nformation in t he i cense regi stration and title

registration files to indicate the theft or conversion of a
not or vehicle or other vehicle. Notification of the recovery

of a vehicle previously reported as a theft or a conversion

will be furnished to the Secretary of State by the State
Police. The Secretary of State shall renove the proper
i nformation from the i cense registration and title

registration files that has previously indicated the theft or

conversion of a vehicle. The Secretary of State shall suspend
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the registration of a vehicle upon receipt of a report from
the State Police that such vehicle was stolen or converted.

(f) When the Secretary of State receives an application
for a certificate of title or an application for registration
of a vehicle and it is determned from the records of the
office of the Secretary of State that such vehicle has been
reported stolen or converted, the Secretary of State shal
i mredi ately notify the State Police and shall give the State
Police the nane and address of the person or firmtitling or
registering the vehicle, together with all other information
contained in the application submtted by such person or
firm

(g) During the usual course of business the manufacturer
of any vehicle shall place an original manufacturer's vehicle
identification nunber on all such vehicles manufactured and
on any part of such vehicles requiring an identification
nunber .

(h) Except provi ded in subsection (h-1), if a

manuf acturer's vehicle identification nunber is mssing or
has been renoved, changed or nutilated on any vehicle, or any
part of such vehicle requiring an identification nunber, the
State Police shall restore, restanp or reaffix the vehicle
identification nunber plate, or affix a new plate bearing the
original manufacturer's vehicle identification nunber on each
such vehicle and on all necessary parts of the vehicles. A
vehi cl e identification nunber SO af fi xed, restored,
restanped, reaffixed or replaced is not falsified, altered or
forged wthin the nmeaning of this Act.

(h-1) A person engaged in the repair or servicing of

vehicles may reaffix a manufacturer's identification nunber

plate on the sane damaged vehicle from which it was

originally renpved, if the person reaffixes the original

manuf acturer's identification nunber plate in place of the

identification nunmber plate affixed on a new dashboard that
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has been installed in the vehicle. The person nust notify

the Secretary of State each tine the original manufacturer's

identification nunber plate is reaffixed on a vehicle. The

person nust keep a record indicating that the identification

nunber plate affi xed on the new dashboard has been renpved

and has been replaced by the manufacturer's identification

nunber plate originally affixed on the vehicle. The person

also nust keep a record regarding the status and | ocati on of

the identification nunber plate renpved fromthe replacenent

dashboard. The Secretary shall adopt rules for inmplenenting

this subsection (h-1).

(1) If a vehicle or part of any vehicle is found to have
the manufacturer's identification nunber renoved, altered,
defaced or destroyed, the vehicle or part shall be seized by
any | aw enforcenent agency having jurisdiction and held for
the purpose of identification. In the event that the
manufacturer's identification nunber of a vehicle or part
cannot be identified, the vehicle or part shall be considered
contraband, and no right of property shall exist 1in any
person owning, |easing or possessing such property, unless
t he person owni ng, |easing or possessing the vehicle or part
acquired such wthout know edge that the manufacturer's
vehicle identification nunber has been renoved, altered,
defaced, falsified or destroyed.

Either the seizing | aw enforcenent agency or the State's
Attorney of the county where the seizure occurred may nmeke an
application for an order of forfeiture to the circuit court
in the county of seizure. The application for forfeiture
shall be independent from any prosecution arising out of the
seizure and is not subject to any final determ nation of such
prosecuti on. The «circuit court shall issue an or der
forfeiting the property to the seizing | aw enforcenent agency
if the court finds that the property did not at the tine of

sei zure possess a valid manufacturer's identification nunber

cannot be ascertained. The seizing |aw enforcenent agency
may:
(1) retain the forfeited property for official use;
or
(2) sell the forfeited property and distribute the
proceeds 1in accordance with Section 4-211 of this Code,
or dispose of the forfeited property in such manner as
the | aw enforcenent agency deens appropriate.

(i-1) If a notorcycle is seized under subsection (i),
the notorcycle nust be returned within 45 days of the date of
seizure to the person fromwhomit was seized, unless (i)
crimnal charges are pending against that person or (ii) an
application for an order of forfeiture has been submtted to
the circuit in the county of seizure or (iii) the circuit
court in the county of seizure has received fromthe seizing
| aw enforcenent agency and has granted a petition to extend,
for a single 30 day period, the 45 days allowed for return of
the notorcycle.

and consent of the owner in the commssion of, or in the
attenpt to commt as defined in Section 8-4 of the Crim nal
Code of 1961, an offense prohibited by Section 4-103 of this
Chapter, including transporting of a stolen vehicle or stolen
vehicle parts, shall be seized by any | aw enforcenent agency.
The sei zing | aw enforcenent agency may:
(1) return the vehicle to its owner if such vehicle
is stolen; or
(2) confiscate the vehicle and retain it for any
pur pose which t he | aw enforcenent agency deens
appropriate; or
(3) sell the vehicle at a public sale or dispose of
the vehicle 1in such other manner as the | aw enforcenent
agency deens appropri ate.

If the vehicle is sold at public sale, the proceeds of
the sale shall be paid to the | aw enforcenent agency.

The Ilaw enforcenent agency shall not retain, sell or
di spose of a vehicle under paragraphs (2) or (3) of this
subsection (k) except upon an order of forfeiture issued by
the circuit court. The circuit court nmay issue such order of
forfeiture upon application of the |aw enforcenent agency or
State's Attorney of the county where the |aw enforcenent
agency has jurisdiction, or in the case of the Departnment of
State Police or the Secretary of State, upon application of
the Attorney Ceneral.

The court shall issue the order if the owner of the
vehi cl e has been convicted of transporting stolen vehicles or
stolen vehicle parts and the evidence establishes that the
owner's vehicle has been used in the commssion of such
of f ense.

The provisions of subsection (k) of this Section shal
not apply to any vessel, vehicle or aircraft, which has been
| eased, rented or loaned by its owner, if the owner did not

have know edge of and consent to the wuse of the vessel,
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1 vehicle or aircraft in the comm ssion of, or in an attenpt to
2 commit, an offense prohibited by Section 4-103 of this
3 Chapter.
